Bucking th)1 muddy currents in 
the wake of the picturesque pack­ 
ets of M ark Twain’s colorful Mis­ 
sissippi river day s, the present-day 
fleet m ay be shorn of the tradition­ 
al glamor of the old steamboats 
but it is chalking up transporta­ 
tion accomplishments that would 
flabbergast rivermen of Tom Saw­ 
y er’s and Huck Finn’s era. 
The inland waterway s in 19 42. 
for instance, carried 148,565,000,000 
ton miles of freight (the number of 
tons carried one mile), the late 
Joseph B. Eastm an, director of the 
Office of Defense Transportation, 
recently told members of the Mis­ 
sissippi Valley association, 
Eastm an 
predicted 
that 
when 
the total for 19 43 is tabulated, it 
will 
approxim ate 
157,9 03,000,000 
ton miles, an Increase of 64 per 
cent over 19 39 . Since Pearl Harbor, 
9 5 per cent of the cargoes have 
been directly related to war pro­ 
duction. 
Lugging this gigantic load, and 
thus easing the already trem en­ 
dous burden on railroads, trucking 
concerns and even

DE G A U L E ’S J O B 
TJ^E Americans can govern ou rselves pret­ 
ty well, becau se we u nderstand ou r­ 
selves. Bu t we have seldom su cceeded 
when we u ndertook to govern other cou n­ 
tries. This fact is to be remembered as sit­ 
u ations arise, in the cou rse of the present 
wars, which give u s control over other 
cou ntries. 
One thing that seems likely to happen 
before long is an American u ndertaking to 
assu me temporary control over France. It 
was reported recently that ou r President 
and secretary of state had decided, when 
the invasion began, to tu rn the adminis­ 
tration of France over to Gen. Eisenhower. 
Many Americans and also many Eu ­ 
ropeans believe that wou ld be a seriou s 
mistake. While friendly to France and ad­ 
miring many of their qu alities, we have 
often failed to u nderstand them and their 
problems. Moreover, we have seldom been 
so su ccessfu l ou rselves, in the administra­ 
tion of alien territories, as to recommend u s 
for su ch difficu lt u ndertakings as the 
French job wou ld be. 
To most people it probably appears 
that the obviou s person for that task is 
Gen. de Gau lle who u nderstands it and is 
tru sted by the French people. It might be 
a great mistake for u s to interfere.

yUTASHINGTON — This colu mn recently 
reported certain flagrant cases of war 
plant loafing. It shou ld also be pointed ou t 
that nowhere has loafing become a finer 
ail than in the congress of the United 
States.

temperatu re, tou ch and pain aa 
the adu lt. 
The baby is 
therefore 
very mu ch more sensitive and re­ 
sponsive to temperatu re changes 
and skin discomforts from clothes, 
etc., than the adu lt 
The baby is more sensitive to 
hot and cold contacts than th# 
adu lt, and tin* may ex plain why-— 
althou gh the bath water mav seem 
satisfactory 
to 
the 
adu lt—the 
baby * reaction indicate* discom­ 
fort, that it is too hot or too cold. 
Evaporation of moistu re from a 
baby’s skin is more rapid, or 
rather the baby’s skin is con­ 
stantly moister and heat loss is 
greater than with adu lts. Babies 
really feel hot weather less than 
adu lts, bu t they feel cold weather 
more. 
They can stand ex posu re 
far less than adu lts, and this de­ 
termines the different standards 
in selecting clothes for babies. 
Every year the child’s skin be- 
form- thicker in tex tu re and less 
sensitive. The baby, however, re­ 
qu ires the mon carefu l and sym­ 
pathetic attent.u n to its skin, espe­ 
cially as to scru pu lou s cleanliness. 
I ha diaper rash is the reaction and 
*;gn of the sensitiveness of til# 
baby s skin to small amou nts of 
irritating su bstances that wou ld 
not resu lt in any irritation in later 
years. Diaper rash may be du e to 
coarse lau ndry soap, bu t is more 
likely to be du e to dirt. The bu t­ 
tocks and crea e« between the fat 
folds in the baby's skin shou ld re­ 
ceive daily attention, or oftener, 
to tee that they are free from any 
irritating matter. 
Keep the bu t­ 
tocks well oiled or powdered to 
avoid a diaper rash. 
The baby 
may clench its hands so tightly 
that the moistu re in the palms 
cau ses a softening of the skin 
there. 
Open the fingers and let 
the air reach the palms and, if the 
condition increases, place a soft 
fold of linen—too large to be lost 
—within the finger*, replacing it 
when it becomes moist. 
Fat babies, or those who gain. 
weight 
rapidly, 
ars 
especially 
liable to skin rashes. 
With its ex cessive perspiration 
and sensitiveness to temperatu re, 
the baby’s skin is especially liable 
to heat rashes. The cu re and pre­ 
vention of heat rashes is simply 
to allow the baby to cool off.

saw a terrible case of heat rash 
lafct su mmer in a baby whose 
mother thou ght it broke ou t be­ 
cau se it perspired so mu ck. 
To 
absorb th* perspiration and to 
keep it comfortable while travel­ 
ling. she had pinned it in a hu ge 
feather 
pillow. 
Tepid 
sponge 
baths also help— in hot weather 


they prevent. The skin shou ld ba 
most ex actingly dried after th* 
bath and talcu m powder u sed 
freely to prevent prickly hest. 
Eczema, which is a scaly, itchy 
eru ption, is almost certain to ba 
du e to an allergic reaction to soma 
common food or to soap, clothes 
or anything else which comes in 
contact with the skin. 
The cu r* 
is difficu lt and requ ires infinite 
patience to discover ju st the com­ 
bination of cau ses responsible. In 
th# cou rse of time, and u su ally 
Withou t regard to treatment or 
diet, it goes away as su ddenly and 
mysteriou sly as it came. 
Impetigo is a skin eru ption 
pecu liar to childhood. It is a pu s 
infection which appt ars especiahy 
on the face, and is seriou s to th* 
ex tent that it is debilitating and 
u ncomfortable. 
It 
u su ally 
re­ 
qu ires professional attention from 
a physician rather than 
home 
remedies. 
Ringworm is another skin cu rse 
of the early years. Wool socks, 
contrary to genera! belief, cau se 
ex cessive perspiration and ti.is 
provides sn ideal condition for 
su ch infections to occu r.

LO U IS, Mo.—Old Man River 
Is making history again—this tune 
with a fleet of modern nvcrboats 
that are smashing bottlenecks rn 
vital wartime transportation. 
Bucking thV muddy currents in 
the wake of the picturesque pack­ 
ets of Mark Twain’s colorful Mis­ 
sissippi river days, the present-day 
fleet may bo shorn of the tradition­ 
al glamor of the old steamboats 
but it is chalking up transporta­ 
tion accomplishments that would 
flabbergast rivermen of Tom Saw­ 
yer’s and Huck Finn's era 
The inland waterways in 1942* 
for instance, carried 148,565.000,000 
ton mile* of freight (the number of 
tons carried one mile), the late 
Joseph B. Eastman, director of the 
Office of Defense Transportation, 
recently told members of the Mis­ 
sissippi Valley association. 
Eastman 
predicted that 
when 
the total for 1943 is tabulated, it 
will 
approximate 
157,903,000,000 
ton miles, an Increase of 64 per 
cent over 1039 Since Pearl Harbor, 
95 per cent of the cargoes have 
been directly related to war pro­ 
duction. 
Lugging this gigantic load, and 
thus easing the already tremen­ 
dous burden on railroads, trucking 
concerns and even c o a s t w i s e 
steamships, are 5,000 husky steel 
barges ranging up to 3,000 tons ca­ 
pacity and 1,000 towboats—some 
of which still have characteristic 
paddlcwheels astern. Many of the 
more modern towboats, however, 
are Diesel-powered and have un­ 
derwater 
propellers 
like 
ocean 
liners. 
The secret of the river fleet’s 
ability to facilitate war transpor­ 
tation lies in its tremendous haul­ 
ing ability, some tows totaling 20 
or more barges stretching more 
than a fifth of a mile, according to 
Lachlan Maclcay, president of the 
Mississippi Valley association.

February 28, 1943. The estimated 
supply of sugar available for can- ; 
ning purposes will entitle house- J 
wives to a maximum of 25 pounds 
per person. This includes the 5 j 
pounds secured with stamp Num- I 
ber 40. To secure this extra quan­ 
tity,

This year’s application is made 
on a ne\v and simplified form and

Skin of Young Baby 
Specially Sensitive 


By LOG AN CLENDENING. M. D 


THE BABY'S skin covers more 
ere* in proportion to weight than 
lh# adult's. Also, it contains just

tem perature, touch and pa n as 
the adult. 
The baby is therefor* 
very much more sensitive and re­ 
sponsive to tem perature changes 
and skin discomforts from clothes, 
ate., than th* adult. 
The I aby is more #en«itlve to 
hot ana cold contacts than th* 
adult, and this may explain why— 
although the bath w ater may seem 
satisfactory 
to 
the 
adult—tbs 
baby's resction indicates discom­ 
fort, that it is too hot or too cold. 
Evaporation of moisture from a 
baby's skin is more rapid, or 
rather th* baby's skin is con­ 
stantly moister and heat lot* is 
greater than with adults. 
Babies 
really feel hot w rather less than 
adults, but they feel cold weather 
more. 
They can stand exposure 
far less than adults, slid this de­ 
term ines the different standards 
in "electing clothes for babies. 
Every year the child’s skin b*. 
cnrrn - thicker in texture and lens 
sensitive. The baby, however, re­ 
quires the mo<t careful and sym ­ 
pathetic attent jn to its skin, espe­ 
cially as to scrupulous cleanliness. 
Th* diaper rash is the reaction and 
sign of th* sensitiveness of iii# 
baby • skin to small amounts of 
irritating substances that would 
not result in any irritation in later 
years. Diaper rash may be due to 
coarse laundry soap, but is m ort 
likely to be due to dirt. Th* but­ 
tocks and crca e* between the f it 
folds in th* baby's skin should re­ 
ceive daily attention, or oftener, 
to see th at they sr* free from any 
irritating m atter. 
Keep th* but­ 
tocks well oiled or powdered to 
avoid a diaper rash. 
The baby 
may clench its hands so tightly 
th at the moisture in the palms 
causes a softening of the skin 
there. 
Open the fingers and let 
the air reach the palms and, if th* 
condition increases, place a soft 
fold of linen—too large to be lost 
— within the fingers, replacing it 
when it becomes moist. 
F at babies, or those who gain. 
w eight 
rapidly, 
are 
especially 
liable to skin rashes. 
W ith its excessive perspiration 
and sensitiveness to tem perature, 
the baby’s skin is especially liable 
to heat rashes. Tile cure and pre­ 
vention of heat rashes is simply 
to allow the baby to cool off.

saw a terrible case of heat rash 
!a*t summer in a baby whose 
m other thought it broke out be­ 
cause it perspired so muck. 
To 
absorb the perspiration and to 
keep it comfortable while travel­ 
ling. she had pinned it in a huge 
feather 
pillow’.

baths also help—in hot weather

The skin should ba 
most exactingly dried after the 
bath anti talcum 
powder used 
freely to prevent prickly hest. 
Eczema, w hich is a scaly, itchy 
eruption, is alm ost certain to be 
due to an allergic reaction to so;ne 
common food or to soap, clothes 
or anything else which comes in 
contact with th* skin. 
Th* curt 
is difficult and requires infinite 
patience to discover just the com­ 
bination of causes responsible. In 
the course of time, and usually 
without regard to treatm ent or 
diet, it goes away as suddenly and 
mysteriously as it cams. 
Impetigo is a skin eruption 
peculiar to childhood. It is rn pus 
infection which appears especiai/y 
on the face, and is serious to th* 
extent that it is debilitating and 
uncomfortable.

remedies. 
Ringworm is another skin curse 
of the early years. Wool soc*a, 
contrary to general belief, caus* 
excessive perspiration and this 
provides sn ideal condition for
